Tho case of Burma, however, io 
something more than a test of 
British sincerity; “it {d also a 
test of British statesmanship. 
Tho -entire economy :of the 
country has to be rebuilt before 
it {s capable of sustaining the 
burden of political indepen- 
dence, but the solution of this 
practical problem must bo re- 
conciled with the impatient en- 
thusiasm of the nationalist 
movement. The older lenders

in Europe. It is, In fact, fair- 
ly clear that the programme of 
social and economic progress 
produced by the new form of 
Burmese nationalism ip a renl 
eontribntion to the future of 
tho. country.
